2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The amendment mailed on 12/30/2003 further narrowed the limitation of the claims to 
process utilizing an functionalized elastomer in combination with styrene-butadiene-glycidyl 
methacrylate, wherein one or more of the functional groups have been further modified with 
protonated amine. 

The prior art of record as applied against present claims, recited clay nanocomposites 
where the rubber was functionalized with ammonium group and carboxyl group such as acrylate 
(ELSPASS US 5,883,173). This limitation was removed from the claims, therefore the rejection 
is overcome. In view of the above discussion, pending claims are passed to issue.
